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THE BRITISH TARIFF. 


The extensive changes proposed in the Protective Policy of Great Britain, 
il have, if carried into effect, an important bearing upon the business of this 
pountry. We allude to this subject in our columns because we consider it as re. 
motely if not directly connected with our Banking interests and that it wil! 
affect more or less the business of the States, particularly those of the South 
nd West. 
Radical changes have been made within a few years in the British Custom 
Duties, and we take occasion to advert to the progress which has been made in 
he modifications of the English laws on this subject. 
The appointment of a Select Committee of the House of Commons, in 1840, 
on Import Duties, was the commencement of a new era in commercial legis- 
Mation. The severe scrutiny to which the principles of the tariff were exposed 
by this committee has been followed in two or three successive years, including 
1845, by some very useful amendments. It will be sufficient to state here, that 
while 94 1-2 per cent. (21,700,6301.) of the total revenue (22,562,6102.) was ob- 
tained from seventeen articles, there were above eleven hundred articles subject 
jo different rates of duty ; which im the language of Mr. M’Gregor, of the Board 
of Trade, were ‘* burdens, restrictions, and delays upon the industry and the pros- 
perity of the country.” In 1842 Sir Robert Peel reduced the duty on about 
seven hundred and fifty different articles, which had yielded only 270,900/. to 
the revenue. At the same time he totally abolished the duty on other articles, 
nd he removed the prohibition on the importation of foreign horned cattle, 
heep, goats, swine, salmon, soles, and other fish, beef and pork. The gene- 
principle of the Tariff of 1842 was to reduce the duty on raw materials to 
about 5 per cent., to limit the highest duty on partially manufactured materials 
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also, the sliding scale of duty on the importation of foreign corn was altered.

NEW JERSEY. 
The annual statement of the condition of the Banks of New Jersey has been 
published in pamphlet form, as communicated to the Legisiature, January 1846. 
This statement appears to have been prepared in accordance with an act of 


WISCONSIN MARINE AND FIRE INSURANCE COMPANY. 

The Legislature of Wisconsin has passed a law repealing the charter of this 
institution. We notice, however, a card from George Smith, Esq., President of 
the Company, which says that the recent act of the Legislature will not in any 
way affect its rights, or interrupt its business. This notice, it is said, is deemed 
proper for the information of holders of its paper, «‘ which will be redeemed at 


the Legislature, passed March, 1839, entitled ‘‘an act for the better regulation off Wilwaukie, and by its correspondents in New York, Buffalo, Detroit, Chicago, 


the Banks of this State, and for other purposes.” It does not appear by whom 
or through whom these statements have been transmitted or published, there 
being no names connected with it, except those of the Bank officers and the 
printers. We take it for ganted that it is official, although informal and pre- 
pared without due care or proper arrangement, Its principal recommendation 
over those of Massachusetts, New York, &c., is that it gives the names of the 
Cashier and President of each Bank ; and its defects are, Ist, want of uniformity 
in the arrangement ; wanting an abstract or summary of the whole number of 
Banks ; 3d, deficiency of details. 

About one-half of the separate statements, in this pamphlet, exhibit the Cap- 
ital Stock on the Debit side, and the remainder on the Contra side; and every 
reader is Jeft to condense and analyze for himself the whole report, whereby he 
can arrive at a correct view of the condition of the Banks. This is better, we 
must confess,than the pamphlet issued under the eyes of the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania in January last, wherein the summary of the Banks was exceed- 
ingly erroneous. 

The only published Bank statement which meets our notions is that prepared 
by the Secretary of State of Massachusetts, aod bearing his official name. In 
this we find the separate report of each Bank in the State, together with the 
rates and amounts of their dividends, previous to publication: amount of 
doubtful debts of each: and general :emarks respecting the increase of capital, 
and other matters pertaining to the Banks ; but even this could be materially 
improved by the addition of an abstract of the condition of all the Banks, 
showing at one glance their Capital, Bills Receivable, Bonds and Stocks, Circu- 
lation, Specie, &c.; and the names of each President and Cashier ; the date of 
Charter of each Institution ; List of Insolvent Banks, &c.

The proportion of actual Specie to Circulation is as1 to 4; but the large 
amount “ Due by Banks, $1012,048,” embraces special deposits in the city 
Banks of New York to meet the Circulation of those of New Jersey. The five 
and ten dollar bills and upwards of nearly all the Banks are redeemed in Wall 
Street as will be seen bya list on page 293; thus showing abundant Cash means 
against their immediate liabilities. 

The amount of Bank Capital employed in this State is small when compared 
with many others. New Jersey with a population nearly as great as that of 
Rhode Island and Connecticut combined, has only one fifth of their Bank Capi_ 
tal.

MANUFACTURERS AND Mecuanics’ Banx.—It was discovered last week that 
there was a large defalcation in the accounts of Mr. Barker Burnell, State Sen- 
ator from Nantucket and Dukes, who has, until a month or two, been Cashier of 
the Bank, and that a large portion of the capital had been misapplied. A direc, 
tor came on to Boston, to lay the matter before Mr. Burnell, and induce him to 
return to Nantucket immediately, which he promised to do. He was in his 
place in the Senate on Friday, on which day, it is said, he drew some $12.000 
from Banks in State street on his individual account, and left the city, probably 
for the South, being unwilling to visit the scene of his delinquency, where his 
character and prospects were blasted. The capital of the bank was $100,000 
and it has been stated the private property of Mr. Burnell would make 
deficiency, but it is not likely that this can have been fully ascertained. or is 
a young man, whose character has hitherto stood extremely high in his own 
community ; he was acting casbier during the absence of his father as member

SAVINGS BANKS OF THE STATE OF NEW-YORK. 
There are bills before our Legislature, which will no doubt pass, providing 
new checks upon our Savings Banks, as a protection and security to the me. 
chanic, the widow, and the orphan, whose all is deposited in them for safe keep. 
ing. The Bank Committee of the Assembly have made a report on the subject, 
By this report, the amount in deposite on the Ist of January, 1845. was a frac- 
tion more than $8,600,000. The committee, however, estimate that during the 
past year these deposites have so increased that the aggregate is now about 
ten millions of dollars. A very large part of this money is the savings, from 
time to time, of persons who earn their living by daily labor, both male and fe- 
male. The smallest amount offered is never refused, and entries of 12 1-2 and 
25 cents are frequently made.

STATE FINANCES. «In January, 1843, in my Inaugural Address to the General Assembly, I stated 
the following facts, which a minute examination more than verified : 
LOUTSIANA. ¢€T Jearn with deep mortification and regret, from the Treasurer’s reports 


[Extracts from the annual message of Governor Mouton to the Legislature 
of Louisiana, dated February 9, 1846, This document, as communicated to the 
Senate and House of Representatives of that State, is published in full in the 
New Orleans Commercial Times. We give the paragraphs only relating to 
the Banks. The message does not enter into many figures on the subject of the 
Revenue, Expenditure::, Debts, &c. of the State.) 

“ In pursuance of thy Resolution of the General Assembly, approved the 26th 
of January, 1844, I have, with the Secretary of State and Attorney-General, 
cancelled bonds and coupuns of interest of the debt proper of the State, to the 


amount of three millions, five hundred and thirty-one thousand, nine hundred 
and forty-eight dollars, which have been paid or settled by the Treasurer, under 
the act providing for the adjustment and liquidation of the debts proper of the 
State, approved the 25th of March, 1844. The remaining bonds issued to the 
Bank of Louisiana, for stock, amounting to six hundred and two thousand dol 
lars, have been liquidated, but not yet received from that Bank. Bonds also, 
to the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, issued to the Mechanics 
and Traders’ Bank for stock, have been adjusted, but not yet received by the 
State, 

“ T have received, and, in like manner, cancelled bonds and coupons of interest 
issued by the State in favorof the Union and Citizens’ Banks, and the Con- 
solidated Association of Planters, to the amount of eight millions, seven hundred 
and sixteen thousand, one hundred and ninety-five dollars, and fifty-eight cents 
—of which, however, three million, five hundred and forty-one thousand, one 
hundred and eleven dollars, and eleven cents, were issucd to the Consolidated 
Association of Planters’ and Citizens’ Banks, but never used by these corpo- 
tations. 

“ These Banks are extinguishing as rapidly as could be expected, the bonds 
unfortunately issued by the State to enable them to raise their capital. -The 
Municipalities of the city have withdrawn their depreciated circulation, and 
our State and city are now blessed with a sound constitutional currency, amply 
adequate to all domestic or commercial purposes. 

‘< Intaking charge of the Executive office of the State, I formed the deliberate 
opinion that it was for the interest of the people, and the duty of the Govern- 
ment, to disconnect itself with all companies and corporations—to avoid em 
barking in improvements which, either on account of their national character, 
should properly be made by the General Government, or in those which could 
be effected by the local authorities or individual efforts ; to pay off the whole 
State debt and reduce the taxes—to direct the efforts of the State Government 
mainly to the adoption and administration of wise laws for the protection of 
person and property, and the promotion of education and morality, and limit 
the offices and expenses of the State to those which were absolntely necessary 
for these purposes, and to encourage among the people a disposition to prosper, 
not by speculative schemes, but by industry in productive tions, and 
economy in their modes of living, In my messages and intercourse with you, 
predecessors, I have always ptessed these objects upon their consideration, 
and have, to some extent, been successful in securing their favor. 


and otherwise, that there is now due by the State to our Banks, in round num- 
bers, one million two hundred thousand dollars; that there is due for salaries, 
interest, and other ordinary expenses, about two hundred thousand dollars ; that 
there are State bonds, for the payment of which the State has no guarantee, to 
the amount of one million, two hundred and seventy-three thousand dollars, on 
which the interest is unpaid ; that there are State bonds to a large amount, for 
which the State has the guarantee of the stockholders of the Citizens’ Bank 
and Consolidated Association of Planters, now in liquidation, on which the in. 
terest will probably not be paid; that the ordinary expenses of the Government 
exceed, and have for several years exceeded, its ordinary income by more than 
two hundred thousand dollars ; that there is nothing in our exhausted Treasury ; 
that the State can no longer berrow a dollar from her own Banks ; and that the 
people are taxed as heavily as they can bear;’ and urged the General Assombly 
‘ instead of stopping long to inquire into the causes which produced that state of 
affairs, to turu their attention in earnest to devise the means of meeting our 
heavy engagements, and restoring the lost credit of the State.’ 


‘¢ T am sorry that large appropriations and useless delays have in some degree 
counteracted the practicability of carrying out these views. Still their object 
has been mainly accomplished. The credit of the State has been entirely re- 
stored and our Treasury is in a most prosperous condition. 

« On the 31st December last, there was a surplus in cash of two hundred and 
twenty-five thousand dollars in the Treasury, after havsng paid the extraordi- 
nary expenses incurred for the State Convention, amounting to nearly ninety 
thousand dollars, The State debt, in round numbers, may be stated at one mil- 
lion three hundred thousand dollars, for which bonds have been issued, paya- 
ble from the year eighteen hundred and forty-eight to eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, and bearing interest at five and six per cent. The cash and other 
assets in the Treasury, and the Land Fnnd of the State, would at once extin- 
guish this debt and, in my opinion, the appropriation of these means to this end 
would be the most advisable course to pursue at present, and ever hereafter to 
rely upon the yearly income for all purposes of yearly expenditure. But if the 
General Assembly should adopt the policy of paying the State debt only as # 
becomes due, by a faithful application of the existing assets of the State and the 
yearly surplus revenue, there is no difficulty in meeting punctually the payment 
of interest and bonds, at their respective maturity, without interfering in the 
least with the appopriations of funds, which our system of public schools, in- 
ternal improvements, aed other current wants of the State may require, whilst 
the taxes may be graduallyreduced. * * * * * * * 

“ The Charity Hospital is an institution of great usefulness, and indispensa- 
ble to the city of New Orleans. For the last few years the number of patients 
who have found relief there, has been very great—averaging between five and 
six thousand a year. This institution is supported almost exclusively by tbe 
appropriatiou to it of the proceeds of several sources of the State revenue, 
amounting yearly to about $50,000. The State ought to be delivered from 
some part of this heavy bunden, by requiring the corporation of the city in which 


the institution is established, to bear @ portion of its expenses.”
